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An urgent appeal for nurses 
for the armed services was made 
today by Miss Mary B. G. Bliss, 
R. N., Chairman of the Massa- 
chusetts Committee for Nurses, 
Procurement and Assignment 
Service of the War Manpower 
Commission. 

“Massachusetts has been given 
a quota of 969 nurses as its share 
of the 10,000 total needed imme- 
diately by the armed services,” 
Miss Bliss stated. ‘‘This figure of 
969 is larger than the total ob- 
tained in the entire year of 1944. 
The need for army nurses was 
apparent just a few days ago 
when it was revealed that hos- 
pital ships are returning to this 
country with no nurses in at- 
tendance, the need being so great 
for our nurses in the hospitals 
closer to the fighting fronts. Our 
men are fighting so valiantly on 
the battlefronts throughout the 
world are receiving the finest 
medical care in the world, but all 
the science and medical tech- 
niques will be of little avail un- 
less these men can be given suf- 
ficient nursing. 


“The German drive into Bel- 
gium has caused a large number 
of casualties which will shortly 
be reflected in an additional 
drain upon the nursing facilities 
in this country, and we must be 
ready to meet this emergency. 
The time has arrived when it is 
necessary for all of the nurses 
who have been classified by Pro- 
curement and Assignment Serv- 
ice of the War Manpower Com- 
mission as I-A, or those who have 
ibeen temporarily deferred, and 
are now working in industry, 
public health agencies, hospitals, 
doctors’ officers, or doing private 
duty to come forward and offer 
their services as Army nurses. 
They will be performing a great 
duty to the nation, but more par- 
ticularly they will be instru- 
mental in saving the lives of 
many of our fine young men in 
the armed services. Nurses wish- 
ing to enter the armed services 
who have been classified I-A, or 
who are now temporarily de- 
ferred, should report to their 
Red Cross recruiting station or 
to the First Service Command 
Headquarters, 808 Common- 
wealth Avenue, Boston, Mass.
